HENRY EDUARD LEGLER

Henry E. Legler was born in Palermo, 
Italy, February 22, 1861, the son of a 
Swiss-German father and a Sicilian mother. 
After a few childhood years in Switzerland, 
he was brought by his parents to America, 
settling in LaCrosse, Wisconsin, where he 
attended the public schools. The early 
death of his father brought his school days 
to a sudden close and, after a term of 
service in a local printing office, he turned 
towards newspaper work as a vocation, first 
in LaCrosse and afterwards in Milwaukee, 
where he became city editor of the Milwaukee 
Sentinel. Always fond of literary activity, 
with a special bent towards historical writ- 
ing, he became interested in the romantic 
story of the early Northwest and, under the 


tutelage of Reuben Gold Thwaites, the 
well-known historian, made numerous con- 
tributions to the historical and legendary 
lore of that region, among them a life of 
Tonty, an account of the Mormon colony 
on Beaver Island in upper Lake Michigan, 
and numerous pamphlets on kindred topics. 
He was also secretary of the famous Park- 
man Club of Milwaukee, which produced 
many notable studies in this field, many of 
them written by Mr. Legler himself. In 
1897 he issued a life of James Gates Percival, 
which he set up and printed on a small 
press in his home in Milwaukee. In 1889 
he was elected to the Wisconsin Legislature, 
but, after serving only one term, was 
appointed secretary of the Milwaukee school 
board, in which position he remained for 
fourteen years. His interest in librarianship 
was awakened through his contacts with the 
Milwaukee public library, then under the 
direction of Miss Theresa West, better 
known and universally esteemed among 
librarians as Mrs. H. L. Elmendorf of 
Buffalo. 

On the death, in 1904, of Frank A. Hut- 
chins, organizer and first secretary of the 
Wisconsin Free Library Commission, Mr. 
Legler was appointed to succeed him and 
rapidly came into prominence through his 
able and energetic administration of the 
affairs of the Commission, one of the earliest 
and most successful of the state agencies 
for the promotion of library extension. The 
work and influence of the Wisconsin Com- 
mission expanded with great rapidity and 
effectiveness during the next five years 
under Mr. Legler’s management. Traveling 
libraries were sent to the farthest hamlets 
and lumber camps; books were widely dis- 
tributed for the use of study clubs and 
lecture courses in co-operation with the 
Extension Division of the University. Local 
communities were aided in the establish- 
ment of public libraries, and the librarians 
of the state came to look upon the secretary 
of the Commission in Madison as the source 
of inspiration and the organizer of progress 
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in library affairs. A school for training 
librarians for service in the state, and an 
office for the review and appraisal of new 
books were two of the forward-looking 
enterprises of that period, which afterwards 
developed into the Wisconsin Library School 
and the A. L. A. Book List. The Wisconsin 
Commission became the model for similar 
activities in many other states. 

In 1909 a vacancy occurred in the libra- 
rianship of the Chicago Public Library and 
the local Civil Service Commission called an 
examination to fill the office. A _ special 
examining board was appointed, consisting 
of Dr. Herbert Putnam, Librarian of Con- 
gress; Dr. Frank P. Hill of the Brooklyn 
Public Library, and Dr. Clement W. An- 
drews of the John Crerar Library of Chicago. 
A nation-wide invitation was extended to 
librarians to submit a written thesis upon 
the conduct of a large public library, to- 
gether with records and other evidence of 
their professional achievements, and, after 
long and arduous labors, the examining 
board unanimously designated Henry E. 
Legler as the successful candidate, and he 
was duly appointed in October, 1909. The 
situation confronting him was a difficult 
one. The conduct of the public library had 
for a generation been characterized by a 
conservatism which had finally brought 
down public disapproval, and a complete 
reversal of administrative policies, involving 
wider and more efficient service, was called 
for. The new librarian entered upon a task 
bristling with difficulties, not the least of 
which was an admittedly inadequate income, 
barely sufficient for the restricted activities 
of the past. But the same enterprise and 
resourcefulness that had enabled him to 
deal successfully with similar conditions in 
Wisconsin were applied with equal vigor to 
the local situation and soon brought results. 
The progressive accomplishments of the 
eight years from 1909 to 1917 not only 
brought a greatly enlarged measure of 
service to the constituency of the Chicago 
Public Library, but established new stand- 
ards in library administration and earned a 
national reputation for Henry E. Legler. 
During that period the home use of books 
grew from 1,800,000 to 6,000,000; the 
number of branches from one to forty. New 
activities, all in the direction of increased 
service, were instituted, and the policy and 
aims of the Library were imbued with a new 
spirit which still persists. But the strenuous 
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pace set by the chief librarian, for himself 
no less than for the entire organization, 
eventually affected his health and lead to 
his untimely death on September 13, 1917, 
at the age of fifty-six years. His loss was 
keenly felt and deeply mourned by his 
professional colleagues throughout the coun- 
try as well as by the citizens of Chicago and 
the patrons of its Public Library. 

Mr. Legler was the recipient of many 
marks of esteem from the library profession. 
He was president of both the Wisconsin and 
the Illinois Library Associations, and of the 
League of Library Commissions, and presi- 
dent of the A. L. A. in 1912-13. As chair- 
man of the Publishing Board for many 
years, he was actively interested in pro- 
moting the production and distribution of 
aids and guides in the field of librarianship, 
and especially in the development of the 
Book List which was begun in Madison, 
Wisconsin, under his direction and trans- 
ferred to Chicago soon after his own removal 
to that city. In Chicago he was an active 
and valued member of the Caxton Club 
and of the famous Chicago Literary Club. 
His paper read before the former organiza- 
tion, ‘On much love and some knowledge 
of books,”’ achieved the rare distinction of 
publication by the Club. A collection of 
his addresses on library topics was published 
after his death under the title of ‘Library 
Ideals.” 

The place of Henry E. Legler in the 
annals of American librarianship is secure 
and exalted. His chief contribution was 
doubtless in the direction of library extension, 
the rapid distribution of books to the reader. 
He was never much concerned with details, 
technique, formulas. It was results that 
he sought, and any means ready to his hand 
would answer if they secured the results he 
desired. But the spirit which animated his 
restless and sometimes impatient energy was 
the spirit of a devoted and enthusiastic 
champion of a cause in which he whole- 
heartedly believed and for which he was 
ready to do battle, the cause of the American 
public library as an important instrument 
in American life and culture. The depth of 
his conviction in the righteousness of that 
cause, and of his devotion to it were alike an 
inspiration and a challenge to those who 
were associated with him, and will long 
endure in the records of our professional 
advancement as a true and _ inspiring 
embodiment of our professional ideals.

The Organization of 
knowledge and the system of the sciences, with an 
introduction by John Dewey. The dedication of 
this work by the associate librarian of The College 
of the City of New York is worth quoting: ‘To the 
scientist who is an organizer, to the organizer who is 
a scientist, and to the educator who is both organizer 
and scientist, and especially to the librarian who is 
educator, organizer, and scientist this work is earnestly 
dedicated.” 

This work is a comprehensive treatment of a vast 
subject and one of especial interest to librarians, for 
the library must in the classification of knowledge 
serve future educators and writers as the one place 
where a comprehensive view of what has been dis- 
covered and written down on any phase of learning 
may be found. This educational service of the 
library is most important as special workers in special 
fields strive to increase the world’s knowledge and 
advance our civilization. The author after twenty 
years dominant interest in his subject, has for the 
past six years devoted the larger part of his time to 
the production of this work, and, having submitted 
its chapters to those especially fitted to criticize, has 
issued a book that will be found not only exhaustive 
but accurate in a field of such vast proportions that 
few would venture to attempt a treatise upon it.

ELLIS, JESSIE C., compiler. Nature Index. 5,000 
selected references to nature forms and illustrations 
of nature in design, painting, and sculpture. 

We have here a book that will be in constant use 
in libraries. The call for pictures showing the 
different birds, animals, flowers, and trees is constant. 
This index gives the location of such drawings or 
photographs in books, and in magazines both Amer- 
ican and foreign. There are also many references to 
nature as shown in art and design, for this index was 
originally made in the Architectural library of the 
University of Michigan where it was used by art 
and decorative design classes over two years in 
manuscript before this printed edition was set up. 
Following the nature alphabet is a list of landscapes 
telling where typical subjects can be found, such as 
apple orchard, beach, canals, clouds, jungle, lake, 
night, noon, ocean, waterfalls, winter, etc. The 
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index is printed on one side of the page only, allowing 
students and individual owners to add material. 
Over one hundred books and periodicals were indexed 
in preparing this useful book.

It was conceived and is 
edited by Francis E. Fitzgerald of Scranton, and 
printed by The H. W. Wilson Co. for the Library 
Section of the National Catholic Educational Asso- 
ciation. 

The first issue includes thirty-seven periodicals and 
others will be added in the next or June issue, for the 
index will be issued quarterly with an annual at the 
end of each year. 
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The subscription price is on the “Wilson Service- 
basis,”’ so all can have the index.

We thought all was over when the old System with its 
unsystematic ways became Magazine of Business. 
But a new series of most interesting happenings must 
be noted. To go back, System the elder became 
Magazine of Business with vol. 51, no. 6, June, 1927, 
and that ran to vol. 56, no. 2, August, 1929, when it

Meantime System, junior, was started, vol. 1, no. 1, 
June, 1928, and vol. 1 was complete in seven numbers, 
ending December, 1928. Vol. 2 was January to 
June, 1929, and vol. 3 July to December, 1929, quite 
regular except that the size had been increased from 
octavo to quarto in February, 1929, vol. 2, no. 2, 
a mere incidental with the publishers, who care not 
how we bind, or whether we bind at all. 

Now January, 1930, which ought to have been 
vol. 4, no. 1, is called vol. 57, no. 1, though on the 
inside we read vol. 3, no. 7. It would be useless to 
ask the publisher how he got vol. 57, for if he added 
up all the volumes of System he would have vol. 55, 
or if he included Magazine of Business in his count he 
would have vol. 60. So we are puzzled to reply to 
a librarian’s recent question, ‘““What is the connection 
between the old System and the new System?’’ We 
were sure there was none until this vol. 57, no. 1, 
appeared. Bright idea, look in the dictionary: 
“System-a number of things combined or acting 
together.’’ We certainly have a number of things, 
and they are acting.
